Fall Rivkii, M»m.,8vpt, 8.— The Cot- 
ton MannfTtnrwrs' amod/ktion hald a 
mestiiif yMterday afternoon and roted 

by an almoflt unanimous rote to reduce 
the wageH ot operatives. The amount of 
re<lnctl(jn is not yet known, bat it will 
probably be fixed at lOiKTcent. This 
action was tiikon because of the contin- 
ued depresKioii in the cloth trade. The 
matter was referred by the manufac- 
turers to tlie executive committee, 
which will report a schedule of prices 
as soon as iK)8«ible. The cut in wages 
will probably be^in Oct. .'>. 

At the c inclusion of the meetin^f. tlie 
mannfactuiere issued an ofHcial uxpla- 
natiou of their ac ion, in whicli they say 
that thev cannot c ontinue to maiiafact- 
ure goods on tlie present basis of cost, 
in view of the depressed condition of the 
market. At the meeting, a motion for 
curtailment was lost by a vot« of I'J to 8. 

The action of the manufacturers was 
a surpriee to the oiH-ratives. Secretary 
Howard, <>f tlie Mule Spinners' associa- 
tion, says: • ! lie re|K>rt of the acticn of 
the manufuctiirers came to me like a 
thunderbolt. From the daily reports of 
the market tlie country h.is been led to 
believe that prices were firmer, and the 
outlook for trade seemed better. Fall 
River should not have been the first to re- 
duce. This action will be followed 
everywhere brother manufacturers, and 
the result will be a lessening of the 
price i«iid for good*. A re<luction of 
wages never yet helped a declining mar- 
ket, and in my opinion will not do it 
this time. Fail River spinners are re- 
ceiving letNH than spimiers in other 
plao«B. While Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut can bear the depreaaion I 
don't see why the milla here cannot. I 
know the members of oar nnion would 
not object to a month's vacation to cur- 
tail production, bat I firmly believe they 
will resist this redaction so far as it lies 
in their poww." 

The KHilrouU H-rlke. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 3.— The Lake 
Erie and Western strike has been re- 
newed. On the Lafayette diviBion 
traffic again is at a sUuidstill. A few 
trftins have been tied up on the Peru 
^vision, but the majority of the freight 
^ains are running. The Sandusky di 
vision is as yet unaffected. The men 
stopped work yesderday beosiue. the 
new ■ o hed n le was oot Mtlsfsetoty to 
them. 

Qeneral Manager Bradbary e: 
himself as being mnoh sarpnaed~ when 
the men on the Pera division went out 
again yeeterday. He says the men have 
snbmitted some new terms that were 
not mentitmed in the basis of settlement 
just tized upon. He is also inclined to 
the opinion that the strike is largely 
one of sympathj for th* Lafayette 
division strikers. 

No freight is moving on the Lake Erie 
and Western at any point. The freight 
crews are all out. There is considerable 
dissension in the ranks of the strikers, 
many favoring acceptance of the sched- 
ule. At Lima and Peru the men are 
outspoken in denonncing the action of 
the Lafayette committee in ordering a 
renewal of the strike. So pronounced is 
the dissension that the ""Ififlff of the 
road are confident work wiu M resumed 
ia a day or two. 

MOLDE RS S TRIKE.

Bar.nksvii.i.k, Sept. 8.— The molders 
employed in ttie foundry of the Watt 
Mining Car Wheel oompanj struck 
this morning.

■ioiied by tiie company serving a notice 
thai on and after today they would be 
required to commence work at MO a. 
m. and to mold until 2:80 p. m. 

It has always been the custom to mold 
twenty-two wheels per day, and the 
men asked that they continae in the 
same way, bat this was refused. Should 
they hold oat for three days, it will 
throw over om hiw4i«4 men out of em- 
ployment, but tba oMBpany claims it 
will have mold ers tomow ow. 

Allaa Aat Violated. 

Ibternational Bbimb. Oat, Sept. 
8.— A number of railroad men livuig 
hsn and working across the river have 
been go&ig to and returning from work 
without tatenmption for some time. 
Yesterday ereniaa they went as osnal, 
but the United States marshal- was on 
hand and corraled them all and marched 
tham back to the international botmdary 
linsk The officer claims there ii a clause 
in tb* United States alien act which re- 

auiies householders to lire in the United 
tates, and unmarried men must take 
out oitisens' papers if they wish to earn 
a living in the republic.

REPORTS SENT TO WASHINGTON.

W ashikotom, Sept. 8.— Tha weather 

crop bulleten of the weather for the 

month of August says the month was 
wa-iner than usual ok the Atlantic coast, 
in tile lower lake re^riou. Michi;^an, and 
in all states on the Pacific coaat, but it 
was cooler than the average temperature 
for August throoghont the osatrsl val- 
leys. The excess amounted about 2 
degr. es jier day in southern New En- 
gland and southeast New York, and it 
ranged from 2 degrees to 4 dagTSSS per 
day (ill thi'. Pa<-itic coast. 

In tlie west p<,)rtion of the cotton 
region and thence northward to Iowa 
the dehciency in temperature amounted 
to about 2 degrees per day. Frosts oc- 
curred iu the e.\treme northwest at 
about the r.suid time, near the '.ioth., >>nt 
the wheat crop was so w.'ll advanci-d 
that only ve ry slight duuiage occtirred 
in the e.xtieine northern jiortions of 
Minnesota, .S'orth Dakota. Frost reached 
the northern boundary of Iowa, but re- 
jKirts generally indicate that no mate- 
rial injury resulted to the corn crop. 

Preceding the occurrence of these 
frosts, warnings were sent by this serv- 
ice to cranberry and tobacco regions of 
Wisconsin, which enabled the farmers 
to take the usual precautions to jirevent 
injury to crops. Reports indii ate that 
the frosts were quite severe in the ex- 
posed localities in this region, and that 
the cranberry crop has been injured, 
although doubtless much benefit most 
have resulted from the frost wan^fSi 
which emMad tha growifs toSood Aa 

marshes. 

During the month of August the rain- 
fall has been greater than usual in the 
interior of New England and the middle 
Atlantic states and from Virginia south- 
ward over South Carolina, the heaviest 
rains occurring in the last named st^it' 
where the total precipitation rang< : 
from six to eleven inches. The rainfall 
was also in excess from the lake region 
westward to the Pacific coast, along the 
northern botmdary of the United States, 
and in the states of the central Missis- 
sippi vallev. Portions of Texas and 
Colorado also report areas of excessive 
rain. Greater portion of the region the 
rainfall was much lees than usual , and 
on the east gulf coast and in southern 
Lonlsiaiia the deficiency in the monthly 
ralnftdl ranged from four to six inches. 

The com crop is late and will proba- 
bly require about two weeks more favor- 
able weather to place it beyond injury 
from frosts. Of coarse this does not ap- 
ply to the condition of the crop in south- 
ern Kansas and thence eastward to Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, where at this date 
the crop is well advanced. 

Reports firom the cotton region indi- 
cate that nafnvorable weather has re- 
salted in permanent Ininry to crops in 
some seouooB. eepecially in Alabama, 
where shed^ig will nuterlally reduce 
the yidd, whus in Tasaa tha yield may 
reauiBthai(MM as last year, owing to

POPULA TION STA TWTICS. 

Incraaaa in Indiana ai Slioun by tha I>at- 
e.tt'wn.iin 'tiilU'liii. 

WASHiMiToN, Sept. :t. - Tliccensus bu- 
reau yesterday issued a bulletin giving 
the population of Indiana in detail, by 
counties, cities, wards of cities, towns 
and townships, taken as of Jiue 1, 18iH). 
The population of the sUte is 3,192,404, 
an increase of 214,103, or 10.B2 per cent, 
over that of 1680, when it was l.»78,80l. 
Of the ninety-two counties in toe state, 
twenty -five show decreases, but in only 
four of these are the decreases more than 
10 per cent. In 1880 there were twenty- 
seven cities in the state having a popula- 
tion ct 4,000 or more, the aggregate pop- 
ulation of which was 827.248. 

In 1890 the number of cities having 
that population was thirty-seven, with 
an aggregate population of 507,18;). 
This snows an inaeasa in population in 
cities of this size of 129.866. or 54.97 per 
cent. The most consloerabla increases 
in urban population in number are 
found in ludianapoUs and Evansville. 
Indianapolis shows an increase of 80,880, 
or 40.48 per cent., while Evansville 
shows an increase of 21,476, or 73.3n j^er 
cent. Fort Wayne and South Bend 
also sliow lar;,'e proportionate increase. 
The largest percentages of increases are 
found in Huniinond, Marion, Anderson, 
Muucie, Frankfort and Kokomo. In 
only two o itiee are decreases s hown.

City or Mkxico, Sept. 8.— The press 

of (Jtiatemala and San Salvador 
very iuBultin;; to tht United States, 
referring U< the <. ity of Panama inci- 
ibnt. the former claims the United 

lies was weak in acceding to the ex- 
action of .Salvador, ;ind the latter says 
the United States, knowing its strength, 
is arrogant toward smaller nations. 

The telegram dated the 21st and pub- 
lished in the United States that Presi- 
dent Ezeta, of Salvador, had telegraphed 
Ignacio Mariscul. the foreign minis- 
ter of Mexico, is untrue, but the fact is, 
as stated in these dis^jatches of the 18th, 
and had no reference to a war between 
Guatemala and Salvador, but to Quate- 
mala inciting Salvadoreans to rebellion, 
which Ezeta requested Roderiguez, his 
representative here, to request to stop, in 
the interest of Central American peace. 

There is no immediate danger of war 
in Central America, and even the Nica- 
raguan incident is a matter of Nicara- 
gua's president, who thinks be sees a 
conspirator in every one who doss act 
thinlc as he does. 

MAJORI TY AGAIN ST IT. 

Otaaaeae Are Taaaaaaa* Will Make IT* 
Change Iu Labor Laws. 

Nashville, Sent. 3.— The prison lease 
question l ame up in a dozen different 
ways in the legislature Wedneeday, but 
nearly everytUng touching tha subjsol 
was, after discussion, referred to tiia 
penitentiary committee. The senate 
adopted a resolution to appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with the lessees and 
learn if they will agree to sublease to 
the state a number of the convicts to 
work on a new prison. 

It is more anu more evident that the 
majority of the members oppose any at- 
tempt to abrogate the existing lease con- 
tract. Large committees of miner» are 
here to force tiie abolition of the lease 
system. The miners presented immense 
petitions iu both houses asking for the 
nuBsdiata abcogatioB of tha laaaa. 

Into an Open Switch. 

Nkw Havkn, Sept. 3.— Engine No, 
D9, of the > ."w York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, drawing nine loaded 
cars ran into au open switch at the Fair 
street crossing yesterday. The engine 
was badly wrecked and the bridge wall 
destroyed, and the engineer, E. B. 
Jones, had his leg so badly hurt it had 
to be amputated, and he now lies in a 
praoarions condition.

Oneida, N. Y., Sejit. ;t.— Miss Hetsy 
Wormwood died at her home in Scon- 
ondoa, On«ida county, about two miles 
from here, itt the age of one hundred 
years, six months and six days. She 
came to Scoiiondoa hfteen years ago.

As death ever claiius a xhlning mark, ho It made 
no exception in him. But If tnis man was to be 
commended for his earthly wisdom, what shall 

we say of that wisdom which prompted blm 
while in health and slreiif;th to make provision 
for the life that never ends, and which so many 
esteeming themselves wise, treat with contempt " 

Here was a man who. with all his varied at- 
tainments, took time to make his peace with his 
Creator while yet in health, and before his body 
should Income racked with pain and consumed 
with fever. Surely he added that wisdom to his 
other knowledge which after all is the raost con- 
suuiinate. He died at peai.'e with all men, and the 
laiit trump shall awaken him doubtma to a 
blissful immortality.

FMieh eapltalists. It works in oonnec 
tion with the Intematkioal Ocean Tele- 
graph company and the Western Union 
company. Connection with the United 
States is had by the already existing 
cable to Havana and the Cuban anbma- 
rine oaUe between Cuba and Hayti.
